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Applicant argues on Pages 2-3 of the Instant Amendment that Tonkin fails to disclose associating a data file with a component node. 
The Office respectfully disagrees. As shown in Tonkin, Figure 6, element 500, document components are created. These document 
components are elements of the parent document, as shown in Figure 6, element 480. The document components include a "source" 
component. Referring to Tonkin, Figure 5B, the source component, which is the source file name, is inputted via a graphical user 
interface. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to conclude that the source file entered by the user in the graphical user 
interface shown in Figure 5B is the same data included in the data structure under "document components", "source", as shown in Figure 
6, element 500. Therefore, Tonkin associates an electronic data file, the source file, with a document component node. 
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
